A few of the Confederate veterans 
who attended the reunion at Dallas 
thin week have called at the Chief 
office since their return, tired from 
their trip, but happy in having met 
with comrades and friends. They all

the city. 
When the Frisco train pulled out 
from Comanche Monday mornifig it 
bore fifteen veterans who embarked 
a t this point enthusiastic and happy 
in the anticipations of the reunion. 
Another properly numbered with the 
party, G. A. Beeman. had preceded 
them by one day, having left for Dal­ 
las Sunday, and still another who or­ 
dinarily would have l»een numbered 
with them. W. F. Elkins, made the 
trip from Cisco. 
W ishing to do honor to the w earers 
of the gray , their wives and widows, 
citizens of Comanche made up the 
fund to pay their railroad fare to the 
reunion. 
Lucius Elkins, at the head 
of the Sons of the Confederate Vet­ 
erans of Comanche, l>cgan at as ear­ 
ly hour as possible getting their tick­ 
ets for them, and the agent pushed 
the work as rapidly as possible, it 
was necessary to hold the train for 
some ten minutes or so on its arrival 
here before the last ticket could be 
made out and delivered and the last 
of the passengers aboard the train. 
The very youngest of the veterans 
in this party, some who were but mere 
boys in the army at tin* clo-«e of the 
great conflict in which they partici­ 
pated. were about 78 years old, and
